Dear Sir or Madam: 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the patent term adjustment 
indicated in the notice of allowance. The notice of allowance, mailed 
September 23, 2004. indicates a patent temi adjustment of 290 days, as shown in 
Exhibit 1. The Applicant requests that the patent term adjustment be corrected to 
reflect 362 days for the reasons that are explained below.

I. Grounds for Adjustment of Patent Term Duo to Examination Delay 
(37 C.F.R. § 1.702) 

Subject to 35 U.8.C. § 154(b), the term of an original patent must be adjusted if 
the Issuance of the patent was delayed due to the failure of the Office to mail at 
least one of a notification under 35 U.S.C. § 132 or a notice of allowance under 36 
U.S.C. § 151 not later than 14 months after application filing date. 

The application filing date is November 11, 2001, as can be seen in Exhibit 1. 
The first notification under 35 U.S.C. § 132 was mailed on March 11, 2004 as 
shown in Exhibit 2. Therefore, the ^plicant is entitled to a credit of 434 days. 

II. Reduction of Period of Adjustment of Patent Term (37 C.F.R. § 1.704) 

The period of adjustment of the term of a patent shall be reduced by a period 
equal to the period of time during which the Applicant failed to engage in 
reasonable efforts to conclude prosecution of the application. The period of 
adjustment shall be reduced for the period in excess of three (3) months taken to 
reply to any action or notice from the Office. 

1. Applicant responded to the outstanding Office action on June 14, 2004, 
which is three months and three days after the mailing of the first Office action. 
Accordingly, the Applicant has a reduction of three (3) days from the earned patent 
term adjustment. 

2. A Notice to File Missing Parts was mailed on January 24, 2002. as shown in 
Exhibit 3. The Notice to File Missing Parts required submission of the following: 



A. Basic filing fee: 

B. Additional claim fees; 

C. Signed oath or declaration; and 

D. Substitute drawings in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.84

The basic filing fee. additional claim fees, and the signed declaration were 
submitted by Applicant on March 2d« 2002, as shown in Exhibit 4. A copy of the 
return postcard from the Office indicates a receipt date of April 9p 2002, as shown 
in Exhibit 5. 

Substitute drawings were submitted by the Applicant on June 26, 2002, as 
sliQwn in Exhibit 6. A copy of the return postcard from the Office indicates a 
receipt date of July 2, 2002 for the substitute drawings, as shown in Exhibit 7. 

The latest date in whlc^ the Applicant complied with all outstanding 
requirements was July 2, 2002, wherein the application was deemed complete. 
Therefore, the date of Applicant's compliance with all outstanding requirements is 
three months and 69 days from the mailing of the Notice to File Missing Parts. 
Accordingly, the Applicant has a Reduction Period of Adjustment of 69 days from 
the earned patent terni adjustment, for the delay in submitting the required 
documents in response to the Notice to File Missing Parts. 

The Office incorrectly accorded the date of September 12. 2002 as the date in 
which the application was deemed complete (see Exhibit 8), Instead of the correct 
date of July 2, 2002. Hence, the discrepancy of 72 days between July 2. 2002 and 
September 12, 2002 should be reconciled in the Applicant's favor. 

In summary, the total reduction of earned patent term extension is as follows: 

3 + 69 = 72 days
